Gnardian under the Act, with the powers 
and dutics therein specified The Gov- 
ernment deemed legislation advisable to 
protect the property of infants as well as, 
and in addition to, the protection afford- 
ed to their persons nnder the Children’s 
Protection Act.

(d) Act as judicial trustee of theestate 
of any deceased person upon the order of 
the Court;

(f) Act in such other capacity and do 
such other acts, matters, and things, as 
an official goardian is authorized or re- 
quired to do by the, Rules of Court or by 
order of a Judge or by order of the Lieut:
